Two Ways of Approaching The Tenant Problem 
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(This is a series of three article- on 
what is being- done by the {{( settle­ 
ment Administration to assist tenant 
farmers to become landowners.) 
We might not be so seriously con­ 
cerned with farm tenancy if it were 
a passing or transient condition, if 
it were simply a stage by which the 
farmer reached a higher level 
But 
tenancy as it exists 
in Texas 
and 
Oklahoma tends to be a permanent 
stratification in which the greater 
part of our farmers are permanently 
imbedded. Financial returns to the 
tenant farmer are ordinarily so low 
that he is prevented from accumulat­ 
ing- the reserves which would enable 
bim to shake loose from that condi­ 
tion. 
At a conference of Southern agri­ 
cultural reseal - h leaders held at New 
Orleans, a large amount of new ma­ 
terial was made available, which in­ 
cluded a study of TOO share croppers 
in Alabama. 
It showed that only 
op<- out of ten of them ever became 
owneis. 
Only on* out cl four ’vet* 
rose to the condition of a third-and- 
fourth renter in which he owned his 
teams and equipment. 
Seventy-five 
per cen! 
of them 
remained

whole lift as share croppers. 
The study showed that in three 
ycais out of four these families lost 
money or broke oven* 
That is, dur­ 
ing three years out of four they made 
enough only to liquidate what they 
owed to their landlord, or they in­ 
creased their debt to him.

study showed that out of 3,000 share 
croppt rs, forty per cent were in debt 
to theii present landlords, with a debt 
of more than one year’s standing. 
Th* average indebtedness was more 
than $80 to the present landlord. It 
was concluded from the results of 
this stud', that one-third of the share 
croppers in Alabama were indebted

Incident­ 
ally, the Resettlement Administra­ 
tion is thus stabilizing the price of 
land at figures upon which the land 
will pay out. 
This is a very impor­ 
tant contribution toward getting and 
keeping the title to the land in the 
hands c<: the i an oho operates it.

Tenant Problem is useful in the facts 
it deduces as to the deplorable c< n- 
difions affecting that large class of 
our fellow citizens known as tenant 
farmers.
